It is rumored that the Boers have ocen-
pied the village of Weenen, twenty-five
miles hepnce. What advantage they hops
to derive therefrom is not known.

The bombiardment of Ladysmith was con-
tinued almost daily with big guns The
Boers endeavor«id on Tuesday, Novemher
14, to make a closer investment, but were
repulsed, General White following this up
with a sortie which drove the Boers from
gll their positions, with considerable loss,

The Boers are reported b
short of provisions.

ORDERS.

Waiting for the Return of Seeretary
Long.

The final salling orders to Rear Admirail

Behley are being withheld, In order that

they muy be issued by Secretary Long lLilm-

scif. The Secretary is expected to arrive
in Washingion from Colorade tonight or
tomorrow, and thercfore the orders may

issue Monday. The Chleago Is reported all
ready for sewr and is waiting only for the
definite orders, It is sald that these will
be precisely similar to those given to the
commanding officers of forelgn statlous
upon their departure from the United
States. In that case Rear Admiral Schley
will be instructed to proceed to hizx statlon
direct and inspeit the ships on the station.
That task usually luvolves a month's work.
After that, If the commander of the station
decldes to g9 to South Africa, he will he at
ifherty to de fo, without explieit orders
from the department, inasmuch as Cape
Town arnd Delagea bay are within the linjts
of his stgtion,

The department, however, i= not disposad
to authorize any important departure from
this regular procedure, such as would he
involved by sernding the Chicago aronnd to
South Africa by way of the Medliterranean
first and belore goiug to Brazil.

ONLY ONE CHANGE LIKELY

Henry Casson May Sncceed Sergeant-at-
Arms Russell.

Doorkeeper Glenn, Clerk of the Hoase
MceDowell and Postmaster McecElroy

Will Probably Be Re-Elected.

Some interest attaches to the selection
of the minor officlals of the House of Rep-
resentatives as the coming sessjon of Con-
gress draws near. Doorkeeper Glenn of
New York Is now in the city, and Clerk
MeDowell is expected to arrlve next Mon-
day, while other officlals-will come on from
day to day.

It seems to be the general understanding
that only one change will be made among
the more fmportant offiecs of the House.
It is said that Mr. Russell of Missourl, the
sergeant-at-arms. may not be re-elected.
This will nst be p reflection on Maj. Rus-
sell's abillty or services, it s explained,
but will be for reasons connected with the
shifting of delegation forees during the pre-
liminary arrangements for the selection of
Speaker. .

The man most prominently mentivned for
sergeant-at-arms is Mr. Henry Casson of
Wisconsin, who was chief vlerk of the De-
partment of Agriculture under Secretary
Fusk during the Harrisen administration,
in which capacity he demonstrated execu-
tlve ability of a high order. Mr. Casson Is
well known to members of the House, and
has heen an actlve worker In republican
politles In the west,

Major McDowell of Pennsylvania, the
vlerk of the House, who is glated for re-
elecilon, {s now serving his second term In
that office, after having occupled a seat
in the HMouse as a representative from
Pennsvlvinia.  He is exceedingly popular,
dmong the democrats a2 well as In his own
party, and it would require a great deal of
temerity upon the part of any one to -
pose his re-election,

Mr. Glenn of New York, the Annrkeeper
of the House, also slated for re-election, is
serving his second term. He has adminis
tered his office the entive satisfaction
of his colleagues and las intrenchi-i him-
self in their esteem and regacd, that
his re-election 4= a foregone conelusion

It Is not expected that sweeping chianges
will be made among the positions subordi-
nate to the heads of these departments of
the House administration, althangh some
shifting may be necessary to acoommodidte
the varlous delegations and the new mem-
hers.

JUSTICE CHAMBERS RESIGNS,

Submits His Heport on His Adminis-

tration in Snmon.

Chief Justice Chambers of Samon has re-
gigned, and his reslegnatlon has heen ae-
ecepted for the T'nited States, one the
three parties to the Berlin troaty, by the
Fresident. Thae reslgnation will alse be
noilfied o Great Hritaln and Germany.

The last official act of Mr. £hamhers was
the submission to Secrctary $lay of a re-
port upon his adminisiratione of the offics
of ohlef justice up to the time of his de-
parture from Aple, descriptive of the chief
events attending the celebrated eontest for
the kingship hetween Malletoa and Ma-
tanta, anmd  explanatory of the reasons
which impelled him to make his decision in
favor of the former. Because of the recent
mutually sati=fuctory srrangement hetween
the treaty powers for the future of Samoa,
the report Is naturally so drafted as to
avold any unpleasani reflections or crit-
lelsms upoun any one of the three parties or
their agents or ¢ltizens In Samoa. Identieal
tuples of the document have heen présented
to Secretary MHay, and dispatched hy mall
to the foreign offices st London and Berlin,
and s an act of courtesy Mr, Chambers to-
day supplied coples ta Lord Pauncefote and
to Mr. Holleben In this eity.

Object of Movementis Not Clear.

The two dispatches from (Gen, Otls today
indicate that the officers who are in the
field in Luzon are prosecuting the war vig-
orously and taking advantage of favorable
wedather to move rapidly In the enemy's
country. The precise object of the recent
movements chronicled In the dispatches is
not cntirely clear, unless it is to ocoupy the
different eitles and drive the insurgents
away. It would scem that any hope that
Otis may have entertalned of =urrounding
a large body of Insurgents must have been
abandoned, as he reports the insurgents as
ecattered with only indefinite information
BE 10 where they have gone. If it {s true
that some of them have gone into the
western province of Sambeles (Zambales on
the map) they may yet be captured. as the
complete accupation of the country hetween
Manila and Dagupen would prevent their
escape.

To Recover the Charleston.

Admiral Watson has notified the XNavy
Department that the Culgua started today
from Hong Ifong for the scene of the wreck
of the Charleston, off the north coast of
Luzon. The naval officers hera belleve she
carries a force of wreckers, in accordance
with Admiral Watson's directlion, and at
least sufficlent plant to make a thorough
examination of the hull of the ship. The
Culgoa 18 a 8,000-ton ship, and will be ef-
fective a8 a wrecking ship. If she can
manage to approach the wreck and 1ift off
the big turret guus it Is bellieved that the
Charleston can be floated, for the fact that
she has sunk so deeply in the water Indi-
cates that not much of a lift will be re-
quired to fAoat her. The main source of
anxiety is the weather, which at this time,
when the seasons are changing from wet to
dry, s likely to be stormy.

To Inspect Transport Service,

Col. Charles Bird of the quartermaster's
department has gone to New York to take
passage on the troopship Logan, for the
purpose of making & thorough inspection of
the transport service between New York
and Manila, and between Manlla and Ban
Fraucisco, including the coaling facilities
en route. He will be accompanied by Mr.
T. P. Chapman, his private secretary, and
expects to be absent about four months.
The l.ogan will carry the 41st Volunteer
Infantry, Col. Richmond commanding, now
at Camp Meacde, and will sail (rom New
York on the 2uth instant.

The Loss of Lieut. Luna. :
Genuine regret is expressed by officers of
the War Department at the death of Lieut.
Maximiliano Luna of the 34th Volunteer

Infantry, who, according to a dlspatch re-
celved from Gen. Otfs this morning. was
drowned while crossing the Agno river, in
pursult of the Fillpinos.

Lieut. Luna was of Mexican descent, and
was a son-in-law of Gov. Otero of New
Mexteo. He was born at Los Lunas, N M.,
in June, 1570, and at the outbreak of the
Spanish war volunteered for service in the
American army. He made a most cred
itable record in the Santiago campaign as
captain of Troop F of the so-called Rourh
Riders, commanded by Col. Woad. On the
reorganization of the voluntesr army for
service in the Philippines, he was appoint-
ed in July, 1899, first Heutenant of the 34th
Volunteer Infantry, and assisted in reeruit-
ing for that regiment at Albuquerqus, N
M. He accompanled his regiment to the
Phillppines, arriving there early in October,
and was actively engaged in the fie 1d, first
as battalion adjutant an@ afterward ss a
aild on the staff of Gen, Lawton, It was
while acting In this lattae capacity that he
met his death,
